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If Carl Cady hadn’ t been con- 

genitally deaf perhaps his 
life story would have been 
different, 

But when Carl was bom, 80 
years ag, in the house of his 
grandfather Spaulding, on 
Church st., ( now the home of 
Charles H. Black ) he was 
hard of hearing, and he really 
didn’ t discover what the mat- 
ter was until some 13 or 14 
years later, when he was in 
the 7th grade 

Carl was born in a town of 
about 1000 population, in @ 
small way a bedroom town for 
Boston, and in a bigger way 
a local farming community. 

He went to school in what is 
now the Wilmington Public Li- 
brary, and in his last few 
years of schooling was in what 
is ( and was ) the Center 
School, then a spanking new 
edifice, with a sliding door 
between the two upstairs class 
rooms,

But Carl was deaf, and in the 
seventh grade he quit going to 
school, and went to wrk as @ 
carpenter s helper. 

The man he went to wrk for 
was Charlie Osburn. Charlie 
lived on Clark Street, where 
Mrs. Olive Sheldon now has her 
‘home, and was a carpenter, who 
among other things built the 
Roman House barn, and Wilming- 
ton’s first Fire House. 
(Charlie later moved his 
house - a common habit in Wil- 
mingten even before the days 
of Interstate Route 93, to 
School Street, where it stands 
today, opposite the back yard 
of the now Swain School.) 

But Oarl Cady started wrking 
with Char}ie Osburn, after 
leaving the seventh grade. He 
learmed to be a handy man, as 
many people were in those days 
He could lathe with the best 
of them, and he became a cabi- 
net maker, and a rough carpen- 
ter too.

Morton Hayden, who lived 
where Ted Norton now lives, on 
Wildwod Street, and Charlie 
Osbum had one thing in com- 
mon - they were born Fire 
Sparks. Carl, working with 
them, became imbued with the 
same spirit, and all three 
men were a part of Wilming- 
ton’s first Fire Department, 
when it was organized, about 
1906. ' 

It was back in 1899, when 
Carl took his bride. Ile was 
just a little over 20 years 
old, and he married Alice G. 
Lindley, a 17 year old girl, 
in her step-father’ s house, on 
Chestnut Street - a house 
known to later generations as 
the Justice House. 

Alice had been born post- 
humously, in New York City,

Dana and Ida Lindley. Her 
mother later married George 
Smith, and it was he who es- 
tablished the Wilmington house 
hold 

The marriage, on Sept. 30th 
1899, was performed by the 
Rev, Elijah Harmon, pastor of 
the Congregational Church. It 
was, the Cady’s believe, the 
last marriage performed by 
that gentleman, who was ending 
his pastorate in Wilmington 
and preparing to retire. 

(The Rev. Elijah Harmon, a 
full-bearded man, the last 
of our Congregational mini- 
sters to have a full beard, 
was the father of Dr. Gaius 
Hammon, Chairman of our first 
Board of Health, now retired 
and living next to St. Thomas 
Church). 

Alice Lindley had gone to the 
Center School, and later to 
the Walker School, just after 
it was built, in 1896. Then, 
because of a bicycle accident, 
she had spent several years at 
home. 

The young couple set up 
house keeping in the ‘block’ 
as it was called - now the An- 
erican Legion clubhouse, on 
Adams Street. It was, at that 
time, a four apartment house. 
It had formerly been a pump 
factory, where the old square 
woden pumps were made,

Mabel was the daughter of 
the Postmaster, Milton ‘olt, 
a Civil War veteran, who, & 
mong other things sported a 
big beard - ( he cut it off 
later, but that’s another 
story). Mabel wanted to take 
a picture of the new fire 
station, and its volunteer 
cren 
There aren’ t many pictures 
left today, of those that 
Mabel printed, but the Town 
Crier is able to reproduce 
one of them, in this issue, 
through the kindness of Mrs. 
Virginia Hughson, of Laurel 
Avenue. 

Winfred Rice, retired Chief 
of the Fire Department has i- 
dentified most of those who 
are in the picture. He was one 
of the volunteers as was his 
father, Sam Rice, Constable 
and Police Chief of Wilmington 

Indeed there are.only two 
father and son groups in the 
picture, Winnie and his father 
and Carl and his father Fred 
Rut Carl goes one better, in 
the picture because his bro- 
ther Louie, now living in Lo- 
well, was also in the group. 

The horses were owned by 
Brewster Butters, and both 
Brews, as he was known, and

Another important member of 
that department was old Bert 
Robinson, a hendy-man md car- 
penter, who was Captain.

The Baldwin Apple 

The Baldwin Apple, originally 
growm by members of the But- 
ters fanily, was ‘discovered’ 
while surveyors were preparing 
the way for the Middlesex Ca- 
nal. 

Scions were taken to the 
fam of Olonel Loammi Baldwin 
in No. Woburn, and from these 
he collected a large crop of 
apples each year, which became 
know as Baldwin Apples. 

Controversy has raged over 
the years as to the location 
and the true nane of the @ple 

The Brooks family, in Medford 
was supposed, by some people 
to have been the first.tree, 
and there were claims for 
other towns in Massachusetts 
@s well as Maine. 

A commission, appointed by 
the Massachusetts , egisl ature, 
about 1853, of which Asa 
Sheldon of Wilmington was a 
member, decided that Wilming- 
ton should be given the credit 
and that the apple should be 
called the Baldwin, because of 
the Colonel’ s wrk in making 
it know, 

But to may Wilmington people 
it remained the ‘Butters’ @- 
ple, or, as some called it, 
the ‘Wodpecker or Pecker’ 
apple, because of the wod- 
pecker who attracted the at- 
tention of the surveyor who 

‘found’ the tree 

The Rumtord Historical Soc- 
iety, in 1895, erected a mon- 
ument to the apple, on a four 
foot tract of land, which they 
had purchased, It is the only 
monument to an apple in New 
England, and one of the tw 
known by this paper in the 
United States, the other being 
near Baltimore Maryl nd.

The coin is over imprinted 
with other characters, perhaps 
German.
